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City Moves Forward on Plans for New Rec Center

Romulus residents may soon have 
a new recreation center, according to 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert. 

Costs for the design and construc- 
tion of the facility will be covered entirely 
by Tax Increment Finance Authority 
(TIFA) funds, and will require no in- 
crease in property taxes, he assured. 

Last month, during his annual State 
of the City Address, Lambert explained 
that plans to purchase an existing 
40,000-square-foot building, located on 
approximately five acres of land at 
Wayne and Northline roads, were con- 
tingent upon the City's ability to pur- 
chase an adjoining 11.5-acre parcel for 
further development. During the Febru- 
ary 7 meeting of the Romulus City Coun- 
cil, he gave a brief update onthe progress 
of those negotiations. 


The following day, Tim Keyes, direc- - 


tor of Community Development for the 
City of Romulus, told The Romulus News 
that Jones & Jones Leasing of Belleville 
has set a price of $1.15 million for the 
11.5-acre parcel. That figure — added to 
the $1.9 million that was previously ne- 
gotiated between the City and property 
representative Steve Yockum for the 
adjacent five acres and building — would 


bring the total purchase price to just 
over $3 million. 

Keyes was expected to present the 
proposed purchase agreement to the 
Romulus TIFA Board on February 9. 
Although that meeting had not yet taken 
place when "the little paper" went to 
press, Keyes did not anticipate any 
trouble in attaining the board's approval. 

If the property purchases are, in- 
deed, approved, said Keyes, the next 
step in the process will be to identify the 
community's recreation needs. Tours of 
nearby recreation centers will be ar- 
ranged for City Council and Recreation 
Commission members, and residents 
young and old will be encouraged to 
attend soon-to-be-scheduled commu- 
nity meetings to give their input. 

"We want everyone to be involved 
in this process," Keyes explained. "We 
want this facility to have something to 
offer every age group every day." 

Currently, said Lambert, facilities 
under consideration include a poo! com- 
plex, skating rink, basketball courts, base- 
ball fields with concession areas, and 
exercise/weight-training facilities. 

Groundbreaking could occur by fall, 
and completion by spring 2006.

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Proponents of Funding Changes Hope for Se HEUA DNS Support 


All over our state, education costs 
are rising — but education funding is not. 
The resulting struggle to provide effec- 
tive programs with shrinking resources 
is leading many school districts and 
concerned citizens to work together to 
initiate changes in the basic structure of 
education finance in Michigan. 

"The revenues from income and 
sales taxes just have not been able to 
keep up with the rising costs of utilities, 
health care, and pensions for school 
districts," explained Joel R. Carr, super- 
intendent of the Romulus Community 
Schools. "Change is absolutely essen- 
tial if we are to continue to provide our 
children with quality programs." 
Because of this perceived need for 
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change, the Romulus school districthas 
joined the Tri-County Alliance, a group 
of 87 school districts from Wayne, Oak- 
land, and Macomb counties. The Alliance 
has set forth a proposal to have the 
state's per-pupil allocation to local school 
districts increased by 5% or the rate of 
inflation (whichever is less) each year. 

According to Carr, the proposal is 
necessary because Michigan school dis- 
tricts are currently in the third consecu- 
tive year of a $6,700 state foundation 
allowance that has actually been re- 
duced by prorations over the past two 
years. 

"The Tri-County Alliance hopes to 
have this proposal brought up for a vote 
in both the state senate and the state

Tight Budget Leads School Board To 
Offer Employee Severance Program 


In an effort to preserve quality 
programs in the face of continued 
constraints in education funding, the 
Romulus Community Schools Board 
of Education approved an employee 
severance program at its January 31 
meeting. This program, said superin- 
tendent Joel R. Carr, should enable 
the district to maintain a majority of 
its educational programs and ser- 
vices for the 2005-2006 school year. 

"Our fund equity has decreased 
from $8 million to $2.5 million over 
the past two years, and we expect to 
use a Significant portion of the $2.5 
million this year," Carr explained. "Our 
choice was between cutting signifi- 
cant programs and services, laying 
off a large number of younger teach- 
ers and absorbing major unemploy- 
ment costs, or offering severance, 
keeping our younger staff members, 
and maintaining most of our current 
outstanding programs and services. 

"The Board of Education chose 
to offer the severance program so 
that we could continue to provide the 
best possible education for the chil- 


dren of Romulus," he continued. "The 
program will offer the district an op- 
portunity to save over $1.5 million 
because there is a $49,000 differ- 
ence in total cost between teachers 
at the bachelor's ‘step one' level and 
the master's maximum level." 

According to Carr, education 
funding from the State of Michigan 
has not kept pace with rising costs. 

"We have had three consecutive 
years without an increase in the State 
of Michigan per-pupil foundation 
grant," he stated. "For this reason, 
we have taken a proactive position 
with the Tri-County Alliance to make 
a change in how Michigan schools 
are financed." (See adjacent article.) 

"The Board of Education and | 
certainly appreciate the many years 
of dedicated service that our senior 
staff members have provided to the 
Romulus Community Schools and 
the children of Romulus. | hope that 
the community will understand the 
choice we had to make, and the diffi- 
cult financial situation that caused 
this to occur," he concluded. O

house," Carr said. "If the proposal is 
either not brought up for a vote, or is 
defeated by the legislature, the Alliance 
will seek signatures ona statewide peti- 
tion to place the issue on the ballot for 
the November 2006 election. 

"The Alliance intends to pursue this 
issue aggressively," he continued. "We 
will keep tabs on the voting records and 
statements of the Metro area's state 
legislators, and then issue them grades 
in the media." 

Two state legislators who should 
receive top marks from the Alliance are 
Senator RaymondE. Basham and Rep- 
resentative Hoon-Yung Hopgood. 

"We are very fortunate to have both 
Representative Hopgood and Senator 
Basham strongly on our side and in 
support of adequate funding for educa- 
tion in Michigan," said Carr. "But, we 
also know that this is not always the 
case throughout the metropolitan and 
out-state house and senate districts.” 

Carr noted that he is particularly 
pleased with local citizens' support of 
the change initiative. 

“Romulus parents have shown ex- 
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cellent grassroots support for adequate 
educational funding," said the superin- 
tendent. "Many attended both the initial 
Tri-County Alliance meeting at Dearborn 
Edsel Ford High School in December 
and at Romulus High School in January. 

“They are ready to take citizen ac- 
tion during the upcoming legislative pro- 
cess," he added. 

Carr said that reports from a Janu- 
ary 13 State Revenue Estimating Con- 
ference support the Alliance's fears of 
future funding shortfalls. 

"The reports indicated that school 
districts could receive anywhere from 
$34 to $200 in per-pupil increases for 
next year. They also noted that, in order 
for the full $200 increase to occur, the 
legislature would once again have to 
vote to subsidize the School Aid Fund 
with $272 million from the General Fund,” 
Carr explained. "Chances for this to 
happen are probably not very good, 
because the General Fund is projected 
to be about $1 billion in debt for the next 
year." 

Yet, even if the per-pupil increase is 
near the maximum amount projected by 
the State Revenue Estimating Confer- 
ence report, the Romulus school district 
will still face budget constraints. 

"Our cost increases just for health 
care and pensions for next year would 
be over $150 per student," explained 
Carr. "We just cannot make out under 
the current annual budget allocation 
process in Michigan. 

"We will definitely need structural 
change to avoid future statewide cuts in 
education programs and services," he 
concluded.

For quite some time, the Romulus 
school district has set a shining exam- 
ple by participating in numerous pro- 
grams to help people in need. In fact, 
Romulus High School was recognized 
as a National Service Learning Award- 
winner several years ago, when many 
area districts offered few, if any, service- 
learning programs. 

Currently, Romulus schools are par- 
ticipating in a program called "Learning 
To Give." Tom Dolan, the district's curric- 
ulum director, is amember of the state's 
Learning To Give Steering Committee, 
and is also involved with the Connect 
Michigan Alliance, Governor Jennifer 
Granholm's organization that encour- 
ages community-service programs. 

Dolan recently reported that, in the 
Romulus Community Schools, each 
teacheris required to include two lessons 
on "learning to give," or "service-learn- 
ing," in his/her classroom curriculum 
over the course of the school year.

they work on service-learning projects, 
and they also learn that helping others 
can make them feel really good about 
themselves," Dolan explained. "We are 
proud of our Learning To Give class- 
room units andallthe benefits they have 
brought to the common good." 

Dolan went on to give examples of 
how Romulus youngsters are making a 
difference in their community. Students 
at Merriman Elementary School, for in- 
stance, have "adopted" the Helping 
Hand, a Romulus agency dedicated to 
assisting local residents inneed. Among 
the school's Learning To Give projects 
were a school-wide hats-and-gloves 
drive, a "Coins for Kids" drive thatraised 
$612, anda"Health and Hygiene" dona- 
tion program that netted over 500 items 
such as toothbrushes, toothpaste, and 
mouthwash. All proceeds from these 
events were donated to the Helping 
Hand. 

Dolan also pointed with pride to a 
number of programs at Wick Elemen- 
tary School.

The Romulus community lost a 
good friend and dedicated public ser- 
vant when Brooker Reventa Edwards, 
79, passed away on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 27, 2005. 

Brooker — born in Ackerman, 
Mississippi, on Wednesday, May 27, 
1925 — was the third child of Bill and 
Signora Edwards. After serving in 
the United States Army from 1944 to 
1946, he returnedhome andattended 
Ackerman High School, graduating 
in 1949. Later that year, he entered 
Mississippi's Alcorn University, where 
he studied agriculture until 1951. 

In 1963, Brooker, his wife, and 
their two sons moved to Michigan, 
and Brooker wentto work forthe Ford 
Motor Company (from which he even- 
tually retired in 1988). A man of nu- 
merous talents, Brooker also opened 
a barbershop in the breezeway of his 
home, giving haircuts and good ad- 
vice to generations of local residents, 
and further used his skills as a self- 
taught builder and carpenter to work 
on many area homes, including the 
one he built for himself in 1976. 

Despite these multiple occupa- 
tions, Brooker still found time to de- 
vote to his community.
